New York, October 26.—(By Associ- 
ated. Press European Cable.)-—Except 
for the announcement that the Ruma- 
nians before their retreat from Tcher- 
navoda blew up the big bridge ‘span- 
ning the Danube river, thereby placing 
an obstacle in the way of the'advance 
of the Teutonic allies from Dobrudja 
into Old Rumania, if such a move was 
intended by them, little fresh knowl- 
edge of the real situation in that sec- 
tor of the world’s war has been vouch- 
safed by either the Rumanian or Teu- 
tonic allied war chancellories. 

According to Petr@grad, the force 
of the violent blows which Field Mar- 
shal von Mackensen had been deliver- 
ing in his rapid drive northward in 
‘Pobrudja has slackened somewhat, al- 
though Berlin asserts that the Teutonic 
allies are still making progress against 
the Rumanians and Russians. 

Along the Transylvania front the 
Rumanians and <Austro-Germans are 
still engaged in hard fighting at va- 
rious points. Berlin reports that in 
the Trotu’'s valley, south of Paroituz, 
and on the roads to Sinaya and Campu- 
lunge the allies of the central powers 
have met with further successes. On 

ther hand, Bucharest asserts that 
Austro-Germans have been driven 

m the entire western frontier of 

Mouavia, northern Rumania, suffering 
heavy casualties, and that in the Uzul 
and Oituz valleys the Rumanian aims 
also have been successful. 


FRENCH HOLD GAINS 
IN VERDUN REGION. 


Again the Germans have delivered 
counter attacks—four in number— 
against the newly won French posi- 
tions at Douaumont, in the region of 
Verdun, but like all of their efforts 
since the big French drive of Tuesday, 
they were successfully withstood. Simi- 
larly, a violent attack against’ the 
British in the Stuff trench, north of 
the famous Stuff redoubt near Thiep- 
val, was put down, the Germans suf- 
fering considerable casualties and the 
of 41 men made prisoner. Else- 
where on thf's front there were only 
artillery duels. 

In the wooded region of the Carpa- 
thian mountains the Germans essayed 
assaults against the Russians, but ac- 
cording to the Petrograd war office, 
their efforts failed. In Volhynia to the 
west of Lutsk the Russians, without 
previous artillery preparation, attempt- 
ed to storm with infantry a German 
position. The German artillery, how- 
ever, bo @ke up the sortie. 

Two villages southwest of Lake Doi- 
ran, on the Macedonian front—Golobrda 
and Laisitsa—have been captured by 
the French. Elsewhere in this thea- 
ter the fighting is being done mainly 
by the artillery, although there is still 
infantry activity in the Cerna river 
region. y

Claims Self-Defense. 

Ed Walker last night admitted kill- 
ing Whitmire, claiming that he shot 
in self-defense when Whitmire ad- 
vanced on him with an open knife in 
his hand. 

Walker’s statement ‘to The Consti- 
tutiaqn reporter was as follows: 

“J. M. Walker, Holbrooks and I had 
been to the Union Stock Stock Yards, 
and later went by Tony’s place to have 
a chat. Mills and Whitmire drove up 
in Mills’ automobile, and joined us. 
J. M. Walker and Holbrooks had been 
fussing all the afternoon about a 
hound dog J. M. had bought from 
Holbrooks, claiming that the dog was 
no good. 

“Whitmire joined in the fuss, and 
had quite an argument with J. M. Wal- 
ker. We persuaded them toc put up 
their knives and shake hands. 

“All five of us then went back into 
the stables in the rear of Tony’s place 
to have a drink of liquor together. 
We all made friends. When we got 
back to Tony’s place Whitmire began 
arguing with me. 

“He grabbed my shirt and drew his 
opened knife from his pocket, swear- 
ing he would ‘cut my heart out.’ 

“As he did this, I drew my pistol 
from my pocket and shot. Whitmire 
fell to the ground. 

“IT shot in self-defense.” 

Dies at Grady Hospital. 

Walker did not know Whitmire was 
dead until several hours afterwards. 
Whitmire was rushed off to Grady 
hospital, where he died twenty min- 
utes after his arrival. 

Walker and the three material wit- 
nesses were all drunk, according to 
the police. After they were locked 
up at police station the quartet slept 
for several hours, sleeping off their 
“drunks,” the police said. ~ 

Mills, the police assert, bears out 
the testimony given by Walker except 
that Mills does not state that he saw 
an open knife in Whitmire’s hands. 

When Mills was asked if he thought 
Walker shot in self-defense, he said: 

“I cannot say that. I did not see a4 
knife in Whitmire’s hand, although I 
had seen his knife open a little before 
Walker shot him, 

“I was begging the 
fight.”’ 

Walker stated that he and Whitmire 
had been lifelong friends. 

Walker will be arraigned before Re- 
corder Johnson at 2:30 o’clock this 
afternoon. for a preliminary hearing.

DENIED BY HUGHES 


Promises Able Cabinet If 
Elected and Protection of 
American Citizen in Any 
Part of World.

Boston, October 26.—Charles E. 
Hughes tonight told an audience which 
filled Boston’s big arena that he pro- 
posed to be an American president, if 
elected, unswerved by any suggestion 
of foreign influence. 

“And I propose,” 


he added, “that if 


I am elected we shall have the Eriest | 


, American interests. 
‘American president unswerved by any 


cabinet that this country can supply.” | 
Mr. Hughes also declared that he high above t 


would maintain American rights and 
that he had “absolutely no patience 
whatever with the idea that an Ameri- 
can citizen, following his lawful pur- 
suits, in any part of the world, should 
be left unprotected by the country from 
which he came.” 

“IT am amazed,” Mr. Hughes said, 
“that it is suggested that a proper at- 
titude is that the policy of protection 
should not be maintained because it 
threatens our peace, 

“Is it possible that any such notion 
should obtain in the shadow of Bunker 
Hill?” he asKed. 

The audience rose to its feet, and 
waving thousands of American flags, 
shouted in answer: “No.” 

Questioned by Hecklers,. 


Mr. Hughes had prepared his speech 
in advance, and while he adhered to it 
in substance, he made radical changes 
of its phraseology in delivery. He 
reached the city after two addresses at 
Hartford and ‘Providence, untired and 
apparently in ‘excellent spirits. The 
big audience gave him a five-minute 
cheer when he entered the hall and 
time after time interrupted him with 
applause. 

Hecklers sought to question him on 
Various topics and one man who per- 
sisted finally made himself heard amid 
confusion. In doing so the heckler had 
the aid of the nominee, who sought to 
guiet the crowd and urged that the 
questioner be allowed to proceed. 

“What specific policy will you take 
in Mexico?’ the heckler shouted. “What 
specific policy will you take in Eu- 
rope? What are you going to do with 
the eight-hour bill. What—”

Following his arrival and automobile 
ride to a hotel the president partici- 
pated in an official welcome extended 
him at the chamber of commerce by 
Mayor George Puchta, then rode to a 
lunch given by the Women’s City club 
and later made an automobile tour 
of the city and reviewed thousands of 
school children carrying American 
flags. Tonight he attended a dinner 
given him by the City club and deliv- 
ered an address later under its auspices. 
All arrangements were made by non- 
partisan committees. Mrs. Wilson ac- 
companied the president and before 
the day was over her arms were heap- 
ed with bouquets of flowers given by 
committees and school children. 

Urges Need for Unity. 

In his afternoon speech the presi- 
dent urged the need for unity among 
the people of the United States to meet 
problems resulting from the war. He 
gave his moral for the present and 
future as “let us see to it that Amer- 
ica as a whole and every American 
that con'stitutes America as one of the 
fractions is shot through with that 
spirit of human sympathy which is the 
only spirit of true enterprise.” 

The United States, Mr. Wilson sald, 
has had an industrial revival during 
the last two years which it has never 
seen before. He declared that the na- 
tion will lend not only its moral in- 
fluence, but its physical influence if 
other nation's will join with her to see 
that no nation or group of nations 
takes advantage of another nation or 
group of nations. He discussed the 
causes of the present war, = saying:

But it would be a 
very sad pity if this war should be 
followed by subtle antagonisms that 
could not be cured in that way and 
that did not lead to mutual respect. 

“For one thing, it is predicted that 
after this war is over, Europe will in 
some way overwhelm the United States 
by her economic power and her eco- 
“nomic antagonism to the United States. 
I wonder that any thinking man Can 
emcertain an-_opinion of that sort. It 
is obviously based upon singular and 
profound ignorance. What is this war 
doing to Europe’ Does war increase 
the economic efficiency of a nation? 
There are some twenty-five million men 
under arms or who have been under 
arms in this titanic struggle. From 
40 to 60 per cent of the skilled me- 
chanics of Europe have been called 
into the field; not skilled mechanics 
merely. but men of skill of every sort, 
musicians, men who could play upon 
che human spirit as well as deftly han- 
dle a mechanical instrument. And the 
whole energy, the whole physical en- 
ergy, the whole dexterity, the whole 
thought of great nations have been con- 
centrated upon this business of de- 
sxruction. The business of destruction 
has been so successful that the mate- 
rials of economic life have been de- 
stroyed upon an enormous scale. The 
debts that these nations are piling up 
are so great that the interest on them 
will equal the whole budgets of these 
nations before the war came on, the 
added interest on the money that they 
are spending that they must take by 
borrowing. 

Ridicules Prediction.

“The United States has Had an in- 
dustrial and manufacturing revival in 
the last two years, such as it never ex- 
perienced before. And when men 
imagine that this is due to the trade 
created by the war, they are merely 
imagining it, because they have not 
read the facts. If you take the figures 
of our commerce, domestic and foreign 
included, you will find that the for- 
eign commerce, even upon the most 
modern reckoning of our domestic 
commerce, does not equal 4 per cent of 
the total, and the exports in munitions, 
and not merely in munitions, but in 


everything that goes to supply armies 
—draft animals, automobile trucks, 
food directly intended for that pur- 
pose, shoes, clothes, everything that 
is needed by the commissary of an ar- 
my—that all of these things put to- 


ered Americans to act as Americans. 

He spoke in Music Hall, packed to 
the doors. Outs.uve the streets were 
crow ded. 
on the stage beside former Governcr 
Judson Harmon, of Ohio, the people 
stood and cheered, waving America. 
flags. 

“America is not made up out of a 
single stock,” said the president. “Here 
we have a great melting pot. The sin- 
gular thing about America is that it 
has not the ambition that leads nations 
to seek aggression. 

“The influences that govern interna- 
tional aftairs on the other side of the 
ocean are secret purposes. Americ? 
will not be governed in secret.” 

Speaking tonight at a dinner of the 
City club, President Wilson declared 
that “it is the business of every public 
servant to act in the spirit of the peo- 
ple whom he serves.” He spoke of the 
difficulty of findine how the people are 
thinking. Praising Abraham Lincoln, 
he said the men who have started at 
the bottom and worked upwards “make 
America rich.” 

“The real task is a task of interpre- 
tative sympathy,” he added. “What 
werhave got to do for Amreica is to 
remove the misunderstandings between 
classes. America was created for that 
purpose, and if -it fails it will have 
failed in its mission.

“And in the meantime, what have 
we done? It was estimated at the be- 
ginning of the war that about four 
thousand millions of dollars worth of 
American securities were held on the 
other side of the water. In these twv 
years We have bought back again, it is 
estimated, for it cannot be accurately 
determined, two thousand millions. W- 
have actually been able to take back 
into our own hands half of what we 
have borrowed from Europe. And we 
have accumulated in that time $2,636,- 
000,000 of gold, which is one-third of 
the gold supply of the world. If the 
war goes on another year we shall 
probably have half the gold supply of 
the world. 

“And, in the meantime, we have got 
a sort of world spirit that we never 
had before. One of the difficulties with 
America has been that she has been too 
provincial. She has thought too ex- 
clusively of herself and of her own de- 
velopment, sometimes to her great ad- 
vantage, but nevertheless too exclusive- 
ly if she is to realize ner place in the 
world. And the fact that all the rest 
of the world was in. a different case 
has made us realize the meaning of 
our national life and the opportunities 
of our national life more vividly than 
we ever realized them before.

MAYOR SHOWS ATTITUDE 
ON SOUTH PRYOR PAVING 


Mayor Woodward yesterday issued a 
statement of his attitude on the matter 
of repaving South Pryor street. He 
vetoed this contract Tuesday and it 
will go back to council at its next 
meeting. Alderman Kelley arid Coun- 
cilman MeCord are now organizing 
their forces to have the contract passed 
over his veto. They declare that it 
will easily be passed, as they have 
enough votes promised to carry ,it 
through. : 

Alderman Kelley states that the main 
objection of the mayor, that the con- 
tract does not provide for water mains 
on the street, does not bear out his at- 
titude on similar contracts in other por- 
tions of the city. He cites the paving of 
West Peachtree, Walton street, Ponce 
de Leon place to Frederica, Tatnall 
street to Mitchell, Greenwood avenue 
from North Boulevard to Lakeview ave- 
nue. <All of these jobs, he says, were 
approved by the.mayor and no objec- 
tion was made at the time because of 
alleged lack of proper provision for 
water mains. 

The statement of the mayor follows: 

“IT do not want it understood that in 
sending the matter of the Pryor street 
paving back to the general council with- 
out approval that it in any way means that 
I-dm opposed to the paving af Pryor 
street. On the other hand, I am very 
much in favor of it, especially so on ac- 
count of the Southeastern fair, but my dis- 
approval is based on the fact that the prop-

“The general manager of the  water- 
works department informs me that it will 
cost $2,200 to make the necessary connec- 
tions by the city in order that the property 
owners can be required to make connection 
into the street before the pavement is put 
down. Now, what I insist upon is that 
provision be made to take care of that part 
of the work, and that if the work is com- 
menced this year that enough money be 
provided at the first and carried over if the 
contract is not completed, There has been 
a great deal of discussion in the news- 
papers and otherwise about the slip-shod 
manner in which pavements are laid and 
cut up &s soon as the work has been com- 
pleted, thereby practically ruining a new 
pavement. No one will certainly defend any 
action of the city government in placing 
down vitrified pavement in concete and fol- 
low ‘it right along cutting it up to replage 
service pipe. This is what I am contend- 
ing against, and I do not believe that it is 
proper business to do otherwise.

Maden Tells Alabama C hamber 
Of Successes Won in Georgia 


By Herwey W. Laird. 

Montgomery, Ala., October 26.—(Special.) 
“Business is as good and money as plenti- 
ful at Moultrie, Ga. in June as it is in Oc- 
tober,” said Charles J: Haden, president of 
the Georgia Chamber of Commerce, in an ad- 
dress to the Alabama Chamber of Commerce in 
this city tonight. “Since the erection of the 
packing plant at Moultrie the management 
has never been able to take care of the 
amount of hogs that was offered them.” 

Mr. Haden pointed out that to seek to find 
a community where there is already enough 
live stock to supply a packing plant is an in- 
version of the normal and natural order of 
things. Farmers, like men in other lines 
of business, provide those products for which 
they can find a profitable market. No man- 
ufacturing line need concern itself about suf- 
ficient supplies if it is such as,to offer the 
man who raises the supplies a consuming 
source that pays him for. doing business 
with it. 

Jllustrating this point Mr, Haden con- 
tinued: “A crop of hogs can be raised as 
quickly as a crop of cotton. Twelve months 
prior to the opening of the Moultrie plant 
an agent of the organization traveled all over 
the country urging and advising the farmers 
to raise hogs. He agreed to pay them the 
Chicago price at Moultrie and to take care 
of all that they would send in. A a re- 
sult, the Moultrie plant, though largely in- 
creased Over its Original capacity, has had 
more hogs than it gould slaughter,’ 

A Forceful Example. 

Mr. Haden presented the enormous advan- 
tage of the south in the matter of ail forms 
of farm products. He stated that as a re- 
sult of an investigation conducted by the 
Georgia chamber it was found that alfalfa 
could be raised in Georgia at a cost of $12 
per ton; in the face of this fact enormoue 
amounts of this hay were being shipped in 
from Colorado upon which the freight alone 
was $14 per ton. The lesson in an illustration 
like his is so obvious that the speaker did 
not think it necesary to emphasize it fur- 
ther. 

Mr. Haden called attention to the work of 
business men in Coweta county, Georgia, two 
years ago. This result is eloquently shawn 
by the fact that while cotton had practical- 
ly no value in 1914 and that the bankers 
of the county were inadequately prepared to 
take care of the business, that in 1915 the 
county has been able to hold an immense 
bulk of cotton, its banks have more money 
sense requires and 
the bankers hold farmers’ notes to a smaller 
amount than at any time in the history of 
the county. 

Business Men Must Lead... 

Mr. Haden insisted that it was the bifSiiiess 

of the business men in the towns and ct te: 


to lead in the building of better conditions 
in the country. He pointed out that all 
progressive ideas and progressive develop- 
ment in all the history of the country were 
initiated in the cities and towns where the 
people have wider opportunity for reading 
and study and where the stream of progress- 
ive ideas was less unobstructed in its flow. 

“We have been crying for years for diver- 
sified crops; now the farmers are demand- 
ing diversified markets,” said the speaker. 
“The demand for diversified markets is no 
more reasonable than the demand for di- 
versified crops and we shall have no real di- 
versification along agricultural lines until 
our people provide the diversified markets 
necessary to their profitable development. 
It is up to business men to take this matter 
in hand and work it out, and the experience 
of those progressive sections where it has 
been worked out entirely justifies this state- 
ment.” 

Mr. Haden reviewed the resulis obtained 
through the efforts of the Georgia Chamber 
of Commerce, giving large credit to all the 
other influences of the state which have con- 
tributed so largely to the work. 

Good Results Assured. 

Having been born in Alabama and lived to 
young manhood in the state, it was a great 
pleasure to him to be able to speak to the 
business men and to show that where they 
were willing to get together and work to- 
gether they might expect magnificent and 
satisfactory results. 

The meeting was presided over by Hon. 
Charles Henderson, governor of Alabama, and 
president of the Alabama chamber. On the 
platform were President Clayton Tullis, of 
the Montgomery chamber, and Secretary 
Bruce Kennedy, of the same organization. 

In addition to Mr. Haden the list of speakers 
included Mrs. G. H. Mathis, of Anniston, 
representing the Alabama bankers in their 
farm development work; R. G. Rhett, Charles- 
ton, 8S. C., president of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce; P. G. Holden and T. 
E. Wilson, of Chicago, representing the In- 
ternational Harvester and Wilson & Co, re- 
spectively; H. E. Blakeslee, commissioner of 
agriculture, state of Mississippi. 

“For years the thoughtful men of Ala- 
bama have realized the need of a state-wide 
organization as broad in scope as the state 
itself; which could initiate and carry for- 
ward those activities, for the benefit of our 
citizens that do not properly belong to other 
state or local governments and organiza- 
tions,” said Governor Henderson. 

“After mature thought and consultation 
with others, I called a meeting of representa- 
tive men and women to consider this matter, 
Those present were unanimous in their de- 
cision to at once establish the Alabama

In operation there is a very service- 
able rudder attached to the mechanism 
of the machine, this turning rapidly, 
and as it passes over a cotton row turns 
the plant to either side of the box and 
shakes the weevils against the sides, 
causing them to drop into small com- 
partments at the bottom of the V, filled 
with kerosene, where they are killed.

Tokio universities will be the first 
of Japanese institutions to play bas- 
ketball, the games being introduced 
there this year.

FOR “CROW” VIOLATION 


Augusta, Ga. October 26.—(Special.) 
A fine of $100 or ninety days’ impris- 
onment was the penalty imposed by 
the recorder here yesterday in the case 
of a negro woman who refused to take 
a back seat in a trolley car, insisting 
that she had paid her fare and had a 
right to sit anywhere in the car.

The officers came on the 
scene in an automobile and surrounded 
the house before the gamers suspected 
their presence. 


OVER MILLION PEOPLE 
IN AMERICA USE DRUGS 


New York, October 26.—More than a |}: 


million persons in the United States 
are known drug users, and as many 
more use drugs in secret, the members 
of the American Medical Editors’ as- 
sociation were told at a meeting here 
yesterday. The speaker was B. C. 
Keith, chief of the miscellaneous divi- 
sion of the internal revenue bureau, 
who said also that drug addicts were 
to be found in every district of the 
country, even in those sparsely set- 
tled.

Continued inquiry from export- 
ers and the further advance in raws led 
to a higher market in refined sugar with 
all refiners except one advancing prices, 
the list now ranging from 7.50 to 7.75 for 
fine granulated. Withdrawals on old order 
goods continued good, but the advance 
checked new business to some extent, al- 
though there were further small sales re- 
ported for export account. 

The strength of raws and the continued 
buying of refined by exporters led to quite 
an active buying movement in the market 
for sugar futures, with closing prices 2 to 
16 points net higher. December showed the 
maximum gain on active covering by com- 
misston houses. Sales were 31,400 tons.

GUPELAND TAKES STAND 
TO DENY KILLING BLACK 


Galveston, Texas, October 26.—John 
Copeland, a banker of Marshall, Texas, 
on trial here on a charge of murder 
in connection with the killing of Wil- 
liam Black, an anti-Catholic lecturer, 
in Marshall in February of last year, 
denied on the witness stand today that 
he shot Black; declared that he did 
not know who killed the lecturer, and 


asserted that the only shot he fired 
wa's directed at Clarence F,. Hall, 
Black’s business agent, after Hall had 
fired on im. 

Copeland bared a sear on his body 
which, he said, was caused by a bul- 
let fired by Hall. He declared that, 
as a result of that and two other 
wounds, he was incapacitated for near- 
ly four months. 

Copeland said he and two other men 
went to Rlack’s room in a Marshall 
hotel, where the shooting occurred, to 
protest against Black delivering the 
Becond of a series of lectures attack- 
ing the institutions of the Roman Cath- 
olic church. Copeland said he arm- 
ed himself because he had been warn- 
ed that Black was “a bad man,” but 
asserted that he would not have visited 
the lecturer if he had thought that 
trouble would have resulted. 

Copeland said that when he stated 
the purpose of the visit, Black became 
insolent, and that after John Rogers, 
one of the men who accompanied Cope- 
land, pointed his finger at Black and 
said: “You're not going to deliver that 
lecture; you know it isn’t right,” Black 
replied that he would deliver the lec- 
ture and drew a pistol. 

A shot was fired, Copeland continued, 
but he said he did not fire it and did 
not know who did. Rogers fell, he de- 
clared, and after lowering his com- 
panion to the floor, Copeland said he 
saw Hall firing at him. After firing 
one shot, Copeland testified, his pistol

dren, they met the announcement with | 
a chorus of applause that delayed tho | 
speaker, and he waited while they eT 


and waved handkerchiefs and flags. 
The colonel closed his western tour 


here today with two speeches, the first , 
exclusively to women, with not more! 


than a scant score of policemen and re- 
porters in the audience. He had beep 
asked, he said, to appeal especially to 
the women who had been influenced 
by the peace slogan, but he had decided 


to make, he declared, exactly the same | 


appeal he would have to men. 

“I am not going to speak,” he said, 
“to what I might call the early Victo- 
rian aunt.” There was no attempt at 
heckling the speaker, the only interrup- 
tion except for words of approval be- 
ing after he had told of women and 
children killed in Mexico, and said he 
would have gone to war if necessary to 
avoid that, several voices called ‘‘what 
about Hughes?” 

“Mr. Hughes can be trusted to keep 
his word,” answered Colonel Roosevelt. 
“When he says that he would not sub- 
mit to such deeds as the sinking of the 
Lusitania or the killing of our citizens 
in Mexico, he means what he says. 

“You have stood up and listened to 
the ‘Star Spangled Banner’ and to 
‘America’ and you have stood up be- 
cause they were written about a gen- 
eration of Americans that was not too 
proud to fight. You may notice that 
the expression, ‘safety first,’ is not em- 
bodied in either song. And when you 
are told to vote for Mr. Wilson because 
he kept us out of war, remember that Is 
something that cannot be said either of 
Washington or Lincoln.” 

He was interrupted again when he 
told of returning from the border, 
he said, he found 150,000 troops with- 
out knowing what they were there for. 
“Wilson doesn’t want them to vote,” 
called a woman. 

“I was going to be more charitable 
and say that he wanted them there to 
help make up the president’s mind 
whether he was at peace or at war. 

“The democratic platform said that 
the’ Mexicans have made war on our 
people. The judge -advocate general 
ruled that the American army in Mexico 
was at war. So the Mexicans are at 
war, and our army is at war, but Mr, 
Wilson is at peace.” 

The women also applauded his refer- 
ences to hyphenated citizens. 

Only the brief introduction to the 
address was devoted to suffrage. Colo- 
nel Roosevelt, referring to the women 
as his fellow American citizens ana 
urging them to work for the passage of 
an amendment to the federal constitu- 
tion providing for suffrage.
